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DEBITS AND CREDITS 


1958 has been a wonderful year for us in many ways. Very recently we 
decided that our glad operations had reached the point where they required our 
full attention -- consequently this is now our sole occupation. 


The farm we are now using is ideally suited for the growing of glads. 
Basically it is a sandy soil but for years it has been used as a truck farm and 
constant enrichment has brought it to its present state of productivity. In spite 
of a late, cold, wet season, we wereable to harvest an outstanding crop of bulbs. 
All our bulbs this past season were treated prior to planting and washed when 


dug. 


Our 1958 introductions performed even better than we had hoped. We cross 
our fingers each year and pray that one of our introductions will make the large 
flowered symposium Committee's list of the 10 highest rated introductions for 
that year -- so far we haven't missed. In 1955 there was Lorelei; in '56, Golden 
Palomino; in '57, Temptress; and in '58 there were two, Kings Ransom and 
Salmon Crinkles. In addition, one of our miniature introductions, Parfait, un- 
doubtedly was the biggest winner among all the 1958 introductions -- in addition 
to at least half a dozen miniature Championships, it was grand champion as 
well as second day champion for Dr. John R. Kieth of Anna, Ill., at the Kentucky 
State show. 


We are confident that our 1959 introductions are the finest group we have 
ever offered. We consider each of our five miniature introductions outstanding. 
Of the five only Domino lacks an excellent show record and you can take our 
word for it, that the only reason is because it has always bloomed out before the 
shows. We don't know of any miniature that makes a more precise spike, and 
when planted to hit the shows, it will bea big winner. Our larger flowered 
introductions lack long records only because they have not been shown. We cut 
any number of spikes of both Cattleya and Bull Market that were of grand 
champion caliber. Beautiblend will be a definite contender in its division. 


It's sort of fun looking a little to the future each year. We expect in 1959 
to bloom a very pure lavender with a white throat in fair quantity for the first 
time -- from what we've seen so far it should become the top commercial in 
this color. We also have a deep golden yellow from one of Larus’ crosses that 
appears to have everything. In the miniature size we are bringing along a heavily 
ruffled pure pink with a clean white throat. This one was shown twice this past 
season; at Mt. Kisco it scored an "A", and at the Long Island show it won the 
American Home award in very stiff competition. We hope to have all three of 
these ready no later than 1961 -- possibly earlier, 


A, late starter to our list of 1959 introductions is Myron Lacey's Snow 
Garland. We purchased part of the stock of this variety in the Spring of 1958, 
From what we've seen it should make a really top notch commercial. It just 
may be the white for which we've been looking. We have a very nice stock of 
Snow Garland and as a special bonus over and above the usual extras and over 
count, we will include a medium size bulb with each order of $15 or more. 


Regarding extras -- honestly, we like to include them -- our problem is 
the ever increasing postal rates. If you'll include enough to cover the postage, 
we'll make it well worth your while in the extra department.
